Applicant's arguments filed 1 July 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argued there is no bi-directional communication in Schmier et al. ('159). 
The Examiner disagrees and finds support in col. 13: 24 - col. 14: 27. for at least this 
reason, it is believed the rejection is proper and is hereby maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1 - 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schmier et al. (US 6,006,159).

Regarding claims 1-19, Schmier et al. teaches a navigation system provided 
with various interlinked facilities (see figs. 1 and 6) comprising a user I/O facility (25), a 
route planning facility (20) and a position determining facility (14; abstract, lines 3-5; 
col. 8: 41 - 45; and col. 9: 3 - 6 at least), the system being arrange to physically or 
wirelessly interface to a data communication facility pertaining to an organizer device 
(25), the system signaling actual route to the organizer for consideration in a preexistent 
timetable (abstract, lines 14 - 25; col. 7: 24 - 48; col. 10: 28 - 50); the organizer device 
functionally being split into a first part that is integrated (top of figs. 1 and 6) into the 
system and into a second part that is connected external (bottom part of fig. 1) to the 
system (col. 13: 24 - 33). Schmier et al. Further teaches the organizer comprising a 
facility for storing and managing a personal time and place schedule wherein there is bi- 
directional communication between the system and the organizer (col. 13: 24 - col. 14: 
27 at least).
